Ohicago Railway, by which it reaches the block 
coal-fields of Iudlana. 

THE INDIANA DIVISION, 

or so much as in operation, begins at Bismarck, 
10 miles from Danville, and rane southeasterly 
to Snoddy’s milis, on Coal Creek, 10 miles south 
of Covington. From that point to Brazil the 
road has been located, gnd the distance of 23 
miles between Brazil and Montezuma has been 
mostly graded and a mite of track laid.

INVESTIGATING THE QUESTION. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Prindiville, President 
of the Board of Public Works, and the City Sur- 
veyor, went to the Exposition Building to see 
whether the track used by the Baltimore & Onio 
Railroad to land their passengers was encroach- 
ing upon city property, or whether any tracks 
bad been laid upon that property recently. Is 
was fouod that in February last when the oyster 
trade was heavy on the Baltimore & -Ohio Rail- 
road, about 400 feet of temporary track had been 
thrown down on city ground to facilitate the un- 
loading of oysters and express goods coming in 
over that line. Mr. Prindiville called the atten- 
tim of Mr. Peters, the Local Superin- 
tendent of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, to 
this fact, and stated to him that he 
desired to bave the track removed. As Mr. 
Peters had no authority in the matter, the track 
having been laid by the Il mois Central Railroad. 
from which the Baltimore & Ohio leases iis 
right of way into the city, they called upon Mr. 
J. C. Clark, the General Manager of that road.

The Republican State Convention in Ohio 
yesterday nominated for Governor ,Gen. 
Rurazenvonp B. Hayes. Gen. Hayes was, 
before the War, a practicing attorney in Cin- 
cinnati, and was elected City Solicitor. He 
entered the army as Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Twenty-third Ohio, and subsequently 
was made Colonel, He served in the She- 
nandoah Valley under Surnmax, and was 
promoted to the command of a brigade and 
made a brilliant record. After the War, he 
was twice elected to Congress from Cincin- 
nati. He was then elected, for two succes- 
sive terms, Governor of Ohio. He is 3 man of 
ability, a fine speaker, with a high personal 
character, and has an ap unblemished official 
record. He is aman of liberal views, and 
has no sympathy with fraud or corruption in 
ang form. Gen. Hayes was not a candidate 
for the nomination, but earnestly supported 
Judge Tarr. While a Judge in the Superior 
Court in Cincinnati, Judge Tarr. delivered 
a dissenting opinion in a decision com- 
manding the Board of Education to reste the 
Bible as & text-book in the public schools, 
Subsequently, the Supreme Court of Ohio 
overruled this decision, ard unanimously sus- 
tained Judge Tart’s opinion as to the law of 
Ohio on that subject. He was regarded, 
however, as an unquestionable friend of the 
public-scheol system, but his opinion on the 
other question cansed an opposition to him 
in certain parts of Ohio. Jude Tarr would 
have obtained many thousands of votes be- 
yond the ordinary party strength, but it was 
considered best to have a candidate against 
whom there was neither personal, political, or 
religious objection within the party’ So 
Judge Tarr withdrew his name, and Gen. 
Hayes was nominated by acclamation. The 
canvass in Ohio promises to be one of un- 
usual warmth and vigor. The State is to be 
hotly contested until election day, and per- 
haps no one is better suited for such a cam- 
paign than Gen. Haves. 


COLLECTING THE REVENUE. 

Mr. Wapsworrts, Collector of the Internal 
Revenue for this collection district, has re- 
fused to resign his office at the request of the 
Government, preferred through the Commie’ 
This refusal is 
placed upon the ground that Mz. “Waps- 
wortn’s character is of value to him, that a 
request to resign implies something dis- 
creditable, and that before he resigns there 
shall be distinct and specific charges made 
against him, and that he shall be heard in de- 
fense. ‘This, the office-holder’s general pro- 
test upon leaving office, is thus formulated 
by an organ of the policy of not hurting the 
party by prosecuting revenue thieves : 

The request for his resigna:’:= te bold demand 
upon an officer, only recently appointed, to surrender 
lis office on the ground that the good of the service 
requires that he should be diegraced, Now, we hold 
that the Treasury Department may go to great lengths 
to bring about the detection of past frauds, and to se- 
cure a faithful collection of the revenues f the future, 
and we will sustain Secretary Bristow in every 
measure looking solely to that end. But neither the 
Secretary nor the President has the moral right to 
sacrifice the reputation of the humbiest individual in 
the land to what is commonly called the es of 
the public service, The office-holder is also sa citizen, 
entitled to all the rights of citizenship; and one of 
these rights is that his character shali not be unjustly 
aspersed. If Mr. Wapsworts has been guilty of com- 
plicity with the rogues of the Whisky Ring, let the 
charge be boldly made and sustained. Othedwise, let 
him not be driven from office under the seeming 
shadow of a suspicion which has no basis of fact, and 
which is too cowardly to frame itself in words. . . 
While no American citizen holds office by divine right, 
every citizen may hold office; and no right exists any- 
where in any official to subject another official to pub- 
lic suspicion of dishonorable practices by turning him 
out of office without a hearing. 

This bold affirmation of treating the Civil 
Service as an institution in which the poli- 
tics of the incumbent should have no bearing 
upon the tenure of office, is hardly in keeping 
with the almost general repudiation of Civil- 
Service Reform by all the rigid party 
men, from Bux Burren ddwn to the lowest 
carpet-bagger. “The efforts of the President 
to substitute official merit for mere political 


— 


protection as a qualification for office, have 


practically been rejected by the Republican 
party, and by none more vehemently than 
the Republican Senators and Representatives 
in Congress from Illinois. To plead at this 
day and in this generation that a removal from 
office implies such a degradation or disgrace 
of the person removed that the officer is 
justified in demanding an official trial upon 
specific charges of official misconduct, is 
too stale to merit public respect. 
We concede all that has been or may be 
claimed for Mr. Wapsworrs officially or per- 
sonally, but that does not alter the dase. The 
Government at Washington have engaged in 
a struggle with a wealthy, numerous, and in- 
fluential gang of conspirators, whose opera- 
tions ave extended all over the country, and 
which includes in its distributions .of spoils 
hundreds of persons holding office in all the 
various branches of the public service. Not 
only has the Government to deal with the 
whisky men direct, but has the more difficult 
task to encounter the stipendigries of the 
revenue robbers, who hold places of trust 
and power. Under these circumstances, the 
resignation of Mr. Warswonrn was asked 
because of the “exigencies of the public 
service,” There is no necessary implication 
in such a request that there has been any 
criminal conduct on his part. 
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of course, to bribe the Gauger and Inspector 
to make these false returns on oath ; and both 
Gauger, and Inspector, and a, and rec- 
tifiers must have had a measure of 
the inefficiency, official neglect, or indiffer- 
ence and general weakness of the whole 
revenue force of the district, when they 
would dare attempt such a bold and almost 
defiant fraud as this, and repeat it within a 
few weeks in same Office. 

Here ig a case, and we use it merely for 
illustration, where there was such a loose ad- 
ministration that the official and unofficial 
conspisators did not hesitate to put in their 
false and forged returns, not once, but twice, 
and actually had recorded on the Collector's 
own books thata given number of stamps 
had been-canceled three times, and yet the 
Collector and his subordinates were ag 
ignorant of the fraud, and as ignorant 
of having Her adopted. any measure to 
detect such frauds, as if they lived in a land 
where frauds upon the revenue were unheard 
of and unknown. 

Suppose the President, Secretary of the 
Treasury, and Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue, upon a knowledge of this and other 
similar facts, should suggest to that Collector 
down in Maine that the exigencies of the pub- 
lice service required his résignation, would 
any intelligent business man in the country 
not interested or concerned in the mere spoils 
of office think the request for a resignation 
either strange, unjust, or oppressive? Sup- 
pose any bank in Chicago should get the 
reputation of being so loosely, carelessly, and 
recklessly managed that it was an easy place 
in which to get rid of counterfeit money, pass 
forged checks and rulsed bills of exchange, 
and commit other frauds, and that such 
reputation was sustained by the actual suc 
cess of such operations, how long would it 
be before the Directors would ask the Cashier 
apd his subordinates to step down and ont ? 

The Government proposes to prosecute the 
persons guilty of crime to conviction and 
punishment, and naturally, in such case, 
wants its own official force composed of 
men wholly disconnected wit the Whisky 
Ring, whether by personal, official, or politi- 
cal ties, and is justified in taking whatever 
steps may be necessary for that purpose. In 
this struggle with crime, the Executive can 
permit no interference from without. A few 
years ago a Commissio# appointed by the 
President made a report upon certain evils of 
the Civil Service, and among other things 
stated : 

While, therefore, the appointing power is chiefly and 
properly vested im the Executive Department, because 
that depd#tment is responsible for executive adminis- 
tration, yet the practice that has arisen upder the evil 

of the Civil Service tends to make the President 
and ries merely the appointment clerks of Con- 
grees, from which body the Constitution carefully 
withholds the appointing power. Thus itis 


not denied that the chief national appointments in the 
several States are now really not made by the Prosi- 


deni and Senate, but at the pleasure of the Senators 


from the States in which the office is to be filled. The 
President may have personal knowledge of the unfit- 


ness of certain persons whose appointment is sought, 


but, if the Senators from the State are in favor Of 
those persons, the President must yield his knowledge 
to their pleasure, or the offices must remain unfilled. 

While it is true that in the matter of ap- 
pointments, the President, Ander our vicious 
Civil-Service system, must yield to the pleas- 
ure of Senators, it becomes a very different 
question when the point at issue is the prose- 
cution of criminals and the purification of 
the revenue force by the dismissal of every 
man through whose neglect, inefficiency, in- 
attention, connivance, or active participation, 
such crimes have been sugcessfully perpe- 
trated during along time. In such a case,— 
that.is, in the execution of the laws,—there 
can be tolerated no Senatorial interference or 
demand; and, in case it bo attempted, there 
will be no hesitation among the people in 
sustaining the President, no matter what 
may become of the Senatorial champions or 
apologists for revenue frauds. 


FRAUDS AND THEIR EXPOSURE. 
A few days since Tux Ton had occa- 


sion to print some startling revelations con- 
cerning the career of a gentleman who had 
occupied a prominent position in the social 
and financial circles of the Northwest. The 
revelations were unique; they came in the 
form of confessions. The publication was 
entirely legitimate, and it needs no apology. 
The confessions were put on paper by the 
gentleman who made them for purposes of 
his own; they came into the possession of 
Taz Tareune in a fair and regular manner; 
they were printed with good motives. It was 
an exposure of reprehensible practices, which 
were in controvention of commercial morality 
and in violation of law. It was not for Tun 
Tarsune to inquire who was likely to be im- 
plicated in such an exposure, but simply to 
be sure of its faets.

The sentiniegt is already too wide-spread 
tor the political and commercial good 
of our country.

Liberty deges- 
erates into license, politics into corruption, 
commerce into monopoly, morality into li- 
centiousness, virtue into vice. When a polit- 
ical party js prostituted to the purposes of 
private gain, great corporations used to op- 
press the public, large banking institutions 
made the vehicle of swindling depositors, so- 
cieties throwing a mantel over libertines, or 
the Church protecting hypocrites, no senti- 
ment is so threatening as to advocate a sup- 
pression of the truth or to denounce the ex- 
posure of che, abuses. It is this sentiment 
that, to-day, is more menacing than any oth- 
er to the commercial honesty, social “power, 
and political integrity, on which alone a Re- 
public may hope to stand. It is moral ob- 
liquity that we must guard against, andto ad- 
wocate a policy of silence” is to encourage 
it rather than save ourselves from drifting 
into it.

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LIFE-PRESERVERS AT SEA. 


voyage may set out with th8 conviction that 
life-preservers, under the present system of 
using them, are utterly useless. The reasch 
of this is plain enough to everybody who has 
been at sea. Disasters occur at night, or in 
a dense fog, or a towering storm,—very rarely 
in the light of day. There is usually no 
warning. The ship strikes the rock, or comes 
in collision with another vessel or an iceberg, 
and the shock is like that of an earthquake or 
an ekplosion,—sudden, unexpected, and ter- 
rifying. The resultisapanic. The seliish- 
ness of human nature is developed in all its 
intensity ; the instinct of self-preservation 
asserts itself over every idea of duty. Men 
lose their heads and women their hearts, and 
there is a rush and scramble without thought 
or reason. The sailors are the first at the 
life-boats. They frequently dump them 
over wrong end first, and two or 
three boats are lost before one is fairly 
afloat. Two or three more are“ usually 
swamped by overcrowdiggg. The sailors get off 
with one, and the. majority of the pas- 
gengers are left to the untender mercies of a 
sinking ship in surrounding darkness, di- 
vested of every life-saving apparatus with 
which the vessel was provided, and without 
courage or experience. This is a fair picture 
of the scene. 

Now where have the life-preservers been 
all this time? Swinging quietly from their 
fastenings over the bunks below, unthought 
of until they were beyond the reach of the 
unfortunates who had left them behind. 
This is the reason why life-preservers are 
practically useless. They are ipvariably 
placed in a location where they are beyond 
reach at the time they are thought of. When 
the shock of the disaster comes it is the irre- 
sistible impulse of every man and woman 
in the cabin to rush upon deck, to 
reach the highest point in the ship. 
This impulse to rush up is as 
strong on shipboard in time of ident 
as is the impulse to rush out of a iMate or 
church in time of fire. Noone pauses for 
anything, and last of all for a life-preserver. 
The life-preserver is not thought of until the 
deck is reached, and the panic-stricken crowd 
begins to appreciate the small chance of es- 
cape by boats. It is then too late to seek the 
cabin. The hold is probably full of water, 
and no one dares to return to grope abont in 
dark and narrow passages in the rising water 
in search of a life-preserver; and thus, with 
the means of saving life almost at hand, a 
hundred souls or more are lost. 

The remedy for this is clearly a change of 
the location of life-preservers, and the most 
natural, convenient, available place for 
them is m the life-boats. All the trans-Atlan- 
tic steamers are provided with at least eight 
jarge life-boats, four swung on either side of 
the vessel, and each capable of holding from 
thirty to forty persons. The first movement 
of the sailors, for whom no life 
preservers are provided, is toward these 
boats. If each one of the boats contained 
life-preservers in a number about one-third 
greater than their carrying capacity ythe offi- 
cers and crew would first provide themselves. 
From that moment they would be cooler 
men. There would no longer be the insane 
desire to launch and fill the boats that there 
was before. Men would do their duty in a 
deliberate and systematic manner. They 
would feel, with the life-preservers about 
their bodies, that they had a chance to live, 
and they would be in a condition to loosen 
the boats and ship them so they would float. 
They would have the life-preservers at hand 
to deal out to the frightened passengers, and 
ten lives would be saved where one is saved 
now. In addition to these changes, every 
life-boat ought also to have from six to eight 
tarpaulin buckets attached to it by chains for 
bailing out the water, for more boats are 
swamped for the lack of these simple accom- 
paniments than anything else.

The best means of preventing bank-burglaries 
has long been a subject of study, and is not yet 
definitely ascertained. It does seem to be set- 
tled, however, that attention should be turned 
rather to the safety of the bank-officers them- 
selves from intimidation and violence than to 
extra appliances in the bank-waults. This ob- 
servation applies especially to sparsely-settled 
districts in the country and to country towns. 
If a single bank-oflicer in the country has access 
to the treasure-box at all bours of the day and 
night, he is completely at the mercy of say 
well-organized band of burglars which shail at- 
tack and capture him at night. The remedy for 
this state of affairs is to deprive every officer 
of the bank individually of the power to 
open the vault. This may be done in va- 
rious ways. The key may be in pieces, 
and be divided amoug the officers; or it 
may be passed from hand to hand until its 
exact situation cannot easily be discovered. 
The latter plan obviously has its inconven- 
iences. Perhaps the best expedient of all is the 
chronometer „ which prevents the opening 
of the vault at any time during the night. This 
invention served a most useful purpose at Great 
Barrington, Mass., lagt week. The Cashier of 
the Mohaiwe National Bani& of that place was 
taken from his bed at the middle of the night, 
conveyed to the bank, and ordered to open the 
vault. But he was powerless as the burglars 
themselves; and, having satiafied | of the 
truth by calling attention to the tickings of the 
chronometer withia the vault, the ‘ Cashier had 
tho gatisfaction of seeing them depart with only 
the vaiuables kept in his own house.

Inpranapouis, Ind.. May 2.—Accidents and 
damages by the severe storm of last night are 
heard of in all directions. In this city the storm 
was unprecededted, and Pogue's Run, running 
through the centre of the city, came near over- 
flowing its banks. The wind was very high, 
blowing down trees and several small houses, 
and washing the water into cellars, washing out 
foundations, sey etc. The rain continued 
very heavy afteraocon late, and much 
greater damage is apprehended.

THE SQUARE AND COMPASS, 
IMMENSE MASONIC GATHERING IN NEW YORK. 

New Lonx, Jude 2—Tbe Masonic demoustra- 
tion to-day is a most imposing affair. The 
weather is delightful. Flags, badbers, aad buot- 
ing are everywhere displayed, and the streets 
through which the procession moves are crowded. 

The ceremonies of the dedication of the great 
new Masonic Temple at Twenty third street and 
Sixth avenue mav be said to have hegun yester- 
day afternoon, when the anoual session of the 
Grand Lodge of the State was opened. 

Very much to the satisfaction of the thou- 
sands who paraded to-day in the Masonic pro- 
cespion, and to their sympathizing frieods, who 
numbered many more thousands, the eun rose 
upon an entirely cloudless sky. The 2d of June 
was ushered in by 

THE MOST FAVORABLE OF NATURE'S Averna. 
At an early bour the city was astir with Masonic 
bodies moving from headquarters to the point 
designated for them by the Marshal of the day, 
au- unusual promptness having been observed by 
most of them, and the result was, that at the 
hour named for all to be in live very few com- 
manderies or lodges were out of place. The 
bide stroets and aveuues leading to the head of 
the line were gay with music and the floating 
banners of Knights Templar.‘ Everywhere the 
red cross sbowed in the sun, aud the familiar 
motto, In hoc signo vinces, met the eye on 
every turn, Soon after 9 o'clock three guns 
were fired in quick succession from Washington 
Square, and immediately the signal to move was 
commuuicated to the head of the line at Nine- 
teenth street by the Waving of guidons, Mar- 
ehal Preston aud his aids then took their posi- 
tions at the head of the line, and the procession, 

MARSHALED IN TWENTY DIVISIONS, 

took up its march, headed by twenty-four 
moun‘ed policemen and two platoons of officers 
on foot. The Marshal's staff and mounted sids 
were all designated by conspicuons badges, and 
wore their handsome jewels upon the left breast, 
The commauderies looked well, and the elegance 
of the appointments, together with the excel- 
lence of the discipline, obtained for them many 
favorable comments along the live of maroh.

The decorations were numerous, and in the 
main tastefal, but among Madison and Fifth 
avenues there was an absence of display, with 
the exception of flags, which were disp!aved 
from the Union League Ciub Building and a 
few private residences and hotels. 

THE DECORATIVUNS AT THE TEMPLE 
were not profuse, but they were arranged with 
good taste and to the best advantage.

States. 

New Ontans, June 2.— The Committee on 
Information and Statistics of the New Orleans 
Cotton — 2 to Whom have been intrusted 
the duty of compiling a national cotton crop re- 
port, made up from the returns of various ex- 
changes appointed therefor by the National Ex- 
change, submit the following for the month of 
May: 

NEW ORLEANS DEPARTMENT. 

Louisiana—Fifty-one letters from fifty-one 
parishes report an increase-in acreage of 4 per 
cent. Weather cool, but on the whole very fa- 
yorable. Crop about as early as last year, and 
stands very good. Labor, about the same in 
number, but more efficient than in former vears, 
aud preseut condition of the crop is very favora- 
bie. No commercail fertilizers in use. 

Considerable increase in acreags of corn and 

„Small grau. 
MISSISSIPPI. 

Forty-seven letters from twenty-six counties 
give an mecrease ip the area planted in cotton of 
8 per cent. Weather generally favorable, more 
so than jast year. Stand good, the exception 
being attributed to the cold spring, of which 
there is general cowplaiut. Notwithstanding 
which the crop is said to be earlier by a week or 
ten days thau last year. Labor more eflicient, 
with po noticeable change in numbers. No fer- 
tilizers used in this State. 

Nearly all of our correspondents reported an 
increase in acreage planted in corn and small 
grains over last year. 

ARKANSAS, 
Twenty-three counties show an increase of 
acreage of about 3 per cent. The weather has 
been more favorable than last year, and the 
lands bave been very well prepared. Owing to 
a cold spell at the beginning of this month, the 
plant is very small, but the stand being good 
and she fields clear of grass, the prospects are 
more favorable than las: year. No fertilizers 
used in this State.

Nashville Department—Middle Tennessee 
Decrease in acreage, 15 percent.

NORTH ALABAMA,

’ WELMINGTON DEPARTMENT. 

Ares planted in cotton increased about 5 per 
cent, be weather compares favorably with 
last year, though planting was delayed somewhat 
bv the cold spring. There was an appreciable 
difference in the time of planting. A fair aver- 
age stand haa been obtained, and the condition 
1s reposted an average. Labor is represented as 
mas efficient. The use of tertalizercs has been 
increased about 2) per cent. 

SOUTH CAROLINA, 

Reports received show an average decrease in 
the area planted in cotton of one-half of 1 per 
cent. Weather reported as somewhat less favor- 
able than last N Stande and oouditiou repre- 
sented as good. Labor about the same, and the 
use of fertilizers increased about 6K per cent. 

GEORGIA. 

The area of land pianted in cotton is said to be 
about as last year, the weather baving been un- 
favorable for planting, but more favorable since 
its completion.

The Original Advertisement---Mr, Brierly 
Replies. : 


Mr. Superviging Architect Potter, of the Treas- 
ury Department, arrived in Chicago yesterday

DAUBED OVER WITH SOME COLORING SUBSTANCE 
allied to whitewash. {p other words, an attempt 
has been made by somebody to cover up with 
coloring matter the irou, petroleum, and other 
stains in some of the stones which may be pre- 
sumed to have been among the worst in the 
building, The attempt bas been only partially 
successful, for the substance used, whatever it 
may ha ve been. has produced on some of the 
stone a chalky white entirely unlike the adjacent 
blocks, and equally unlike the natural color of 
the stone. . 

It is not so dificult a matter to detect the 
whitewashed blocks as may be supposed, because 
the marks of the hrusb or eluth used in laying on 
the wash are easily distinguishable oa close ex- 
amination. The workin many cases resembles 
the upsikuilifal job of an apprentice painter. An- 
other meaus of detecting the stained biocks is the 
carelessness of the man who applied the w 
whereby he bas, in many cases. colorod a part o 
the stone next above or under the one on which 
be was working. Again,the whitewasherbas care- 
fully covered some of the block faces. and at the 
same time neglected the channels, or side faces, 
of the same block. In order to 

„ SET THE MATTER BEYOND A Dover, 

one of the examiners peeled off a flake on one 
of fhe whitéwashed blocks and examined it 
under a microscope, finding several fibres of 
what may have been bristle or cloth. The whole 
investigation into this branch of the subject re- 
vealed beyond a doubt that many of the yellow, 
black, and streaked stone have been artistically 
treated to bring their face color somewhere near 
that of their neighbors.

It is expected that next week the parties who 
have been contesting the Dearborn street assess- 
ment in the coarts, and who were recently prac- 
tically defeated in their attempt to overthrow it, 
will make their final appeal to the Jude and en- 
dea vor to secure, if not a reduction of the total 
amount of benefits, at least a redistribution of 
them. a 
It id unlikely, under any circumstances, that 
the city will be called upon to pay for any more 
than it has already become liable for, and that 
THE EXACT 4MUUNT 
which it will cost it to open Dearborn street 
south of Jackson may now be definitely stated. 
The total amount of ‘assessment for damages, 


including the -expense of court proceedings, 
time of Commissioners, etc., amounted to 
$1,122,011.538. Under the original assessment 
the city was called upon to pay $28,050.29. The 
discovery of errors m the assessment by the 
city “authorities made after it was top late 
to correct them, and assumed by the 
city, increased this amount $6,612.52, Wbeu the 
jury first came in, after hearing all the evidence 
concerning all the assessments for benefits, they 
found that the property south of Sixteenth 
street, west of Clark, and between Clark street 
‘and the river and Stewart avenue was nog bene- 
fited, the total amount assessed thereon being 
about $18,000. The Judge, however, sent them 
back, with inatructions to prepare 

A SPECIFIC VERDICT 

setting forth each lot and tract se tely. This 
they did, the result being that, instead of reduc- 
ng the assessment $18,000, it was lowered oaly 
$9,398.46. which amount is thrown upon the city. 
Thus the xotal cost to Chicago for this work will 
be $44,.061.27,—not quite twice what the city was 
charged with under the assessment as originally 
made.

ESCAPED VERY REASONABLY.

An act which is 
one is split up into two distinct operations, car- 
ried on before different Judges, and separated 
by an interval of a year. First comes the as- 
sessing of the damages, and then, long after, che 
assessing of the benefijs. The twoare but parts 
of one and the same thing, and vet for some singu- 
lar reason they are disassociated from one another. 
‘The result is that the city has all the risks, the 
property-holders none. Benefits and damages 
should be practically equal, and this could be 
secured were the two assessments made at the 
same time. But now damages are first awarded, 
aud then when long afterward an attempt is 
made to assess the benefits upon the property- 
holders he resorts to all conceivable means to cut 
down the sum charged against him, and to force 
the tax-payers generally to pay what ought to 
come upon him. The advantages which the 
present system gives to persous demrous of 
putting off their burdens upon others are be- 
ginning to be very fully understood. and there- 
fore it would seem advisebie that the law should 
be so changed as to allow the two assessments 
to proceed pari passu, and save the city irom 
any possible oe of the deplorable results 
which followed the attempt to impfeve North 
State street.

COURTS. 
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Two bills were filed against Snyder & Lee, 
real estate agents, aud one Charles G. Harris, 
Monday, but suppressed for service, which make 
some rather grave charges against the real es- 
tate men. The first bill is by Edward Morier, 
who states in substance that he was on 
the 13th day of March, 1874, the owner of the 
8. E. ot the N. E. K of Seo. 14, 87, 18. On 
that day Shyder & Lee ssked him to allow them 
to sell this land for him. He agreed, anda 
written contract wasmade by which they were 
to have the sale of the property for ten days at 
the specified price of $750 an acre. Morier 
heard nothing of them until about the let of 
April, 1874, when he received a letter dated 
March 21, but postmarked April 1, which stated 
that they hed sold his land for the specified 
price to one Charlies G. Harris, who 
nad paid $100 to bind the bargain. 
Complainant replied that they had pot 
made the sale withm the time limited, and he 
did nut care to complete it. Nothing further 
was said or done until several weeks after, when, 


on looking at the records, he learned that an 


agreement had been made with Harris, aod 
signed by Suyder & Lee, as agemts for Lim 
(complainant), in which he purported to convey 
the 10 acres above named for $7,500. Moner 
then called on Snyder 4 Lee, when they in- 
formed him that they had made the sale, that 
Harris had signed his name to the agreement 
made with them, and that the agreement on 
record had been piaced there by E. Roby. 
Morier alleges that the sale was not made 
within the specified time ; that Harris was not 
at the time in the city, but wak in some ot the 
Soutbern States, and bas not been except for a 
short time in the State, and that he knew 
nothing of the transactign. After a time he 
again visited Stiyder & Lee and demanded a 
release. They promised to get it, and in a few 
days reported that they had fixed a time with 
Harris when he would execute the paper. But 
the release bas not yet been made, 
waiting for several months, complaivant a few 
wew weeks ago made out a warranty deed, 
huntęd up Harris, and presented it to him, with 
the request that he would keep ip contract or 
give a release. Harris, ho ever, fefused to do 
either, claiming that de knew nothing of the 
transaction. Morier, on the strength of the 
above facts, alleges that Snyder & Lee, about 
the time they made the agreement with him, 
made other similar contracts with divers per- 
sons by which they, agreed to sell lands adjoin- 
ing bis tothe same purchaser, C. G. Harris, 
These sales, complainaat says, were none of them 
made in good faith, but as a speculation, 
using the name of Harris as a convenience, and 
if any one could be found to purebase, Harris 
would take the property, but if not, the sale 
would be repudiated, or held for the purpose of 
extorting money to get a release and clear the 
title. Morier also saya that he has fully per- 
formed his part of the agreement by tendering 
the deed to Harris, which was refused. He there- 


fore asks for a release of the agreement, so that 


the cloud on bis title may be removed. 

The second bill is of a similar character, and 
filed by J. J. Kreer and 8. W. Rice, to clear the 
title to the E. ig of the 8. W. of the N. E. & 
of the N. E. K of Sec. 18, 37, 15, containing 
acres.
